Pythagoras, who flour- 
ished between 500 and 600 years be- 
fore Christ, mentions it. Hippocrates, 
who wag born in 460 B.C., employed 
it. Pliny the elder. writing in 77 A.D., 
describes three different kinds of 
mustard and says the seeds were im- 
ported to Italy from Egypt originally. 

The Romans used it as a stimulant 
after a cold bath. They mixed mus- 
tard oil and olive oil in equal parts 
and used this as liniment for stiffness 
of the muscles. They knew the vir- 
tues of mustard poultices and of mus- 
tard as an emetic. As « remedy for 
the stings of scorpions and serpents 
they pounded it, mixed it with vine- 
gar and applied it to the wound. 

They also made a drink out of it, 
fermenting the seed in a fiery spirit. 
The liquor thus produced they called 
musthm ardens, which means burning 
wine. The word mustard is probably 
derived from this. —New York 
World.

EDUCATION GROSSLY STUPID 


English Educational System Strongly 
Criticized by Criminologist 


Dr. Albert Wilson. the eminent 
criminologist, lectured at the Inter- 
national Club for Psychical Research 


}recently, and there was some curios- 
‘ity as to two exhibits on the table 


until the lecturer explained that one 
was a half of a human brain pre- 


served in formalin; the other an 
ape’s. 
Dr. Wilson's subject was ‘The 


| Physical Basis of Psychic Manifesta- 


tions.” He apologized for the length 
of the title. 

He referred to forcible feeding, 
and said that, by the simple plan of 
introducing food into the hollow of 
the cheek, the “greatest refinement 
of torture” could be avoided. Some 
applause greeted this announcement. 

In introducing a series of micro- 
photographs of brain sections, 
by limelight, 
Dr. Wilson remarked that unfortun- 
ately we had in this country been in 
such a state of barbarism for the last 
forty years that instead of turning 
out useful people from our schools 
we produced people with starved 
brains or brains crammed with use- 
and fit only for 
blind-alley employment. 

“The way We have educated child- 
ren,” he said, “is so grossly stupid 


;that there are no words in the Eng- 
| lish language bad 


enough to de- 
scribe it. Young children with 
bright, cheerful faces, can be seen in 
London alleys who later grow tired- 
and then quite exhausted. 
They have no thinking brains; but 
they might have been useful citizens. 
Starvation or education by the school 
board brought about this state of 


i things. 


“Lovely cells!” “nice,” or ‘“good- 
looking brains!” were some of the 
expressions used by the lecturer to 


describe his illustrations of the 
brain of a child of five years. 

The audience laughed; but were 
thoroughly appreciative when the 


significance of the photographs was 
explained by comparison with others 
of healthy and unhealthy adult 
brains, 

“It is no wonder we want to hang 
this sort of man,” remarked Dr. Wil- 
son, as a murderer's brain section 
Was exposed to view, “but it is ob- 
vious that he should be treated as 
an undeveloped child and kept in a 
lunatic asylum.” 


Value of Military Training 

Sir Thomas Oliver, professor in the 
Durham College of Medicine, comes 
out strongly in favor of compulsory 
training for all young men. The 
value of athleticism, he believes, is 
over-rated in a large number of in- 
stances. It may render the frame 
more resistant to disease, and train- 


jng keeps the young out of dissipation 


until character has_ solidified. ‘ But 
physicial development carries with it 
no immunity from disease. 

The over-development of the heart 
resulting from rowing, running, or 
football, while good enough for a lad 
of 22 taking lots of exercise, is not 
best for a sedentary business man of 
80. He has more heart than he re- 
quires and his circulation is rather 
embarrassed than lightened. 

Compulsory military training, how- 
ever, has advantages for the nation 
as a Whole and for the young men 
who undergo it. In it there is co- 
ordinate physical and mental train- 
ing. The habits of discipline, sense 
of duty, devotion to the idea of coun- 
try which it inoculates, do far more 
for young manhood than giving away 
to the unbridled spirit of sport with 
its excesses of one sided develop- 
ment. Moderation is, naturally, the 
special characteristic of military 
discipline, ‘There is no strain on a 
single set of muscles. The body is 
developed healthfully as a whole, and 
the mind is kept occupied in close re- 
lation with the physical processes.— 
New York Sun.

The Flight of Empress Eugenie 

The events of 1870-71 were tragic 
in their effect upon the life of that 
lovely butterfly, the spouse of Na- 
poleon the Little. 

At the conclusion of the way he 
had entered upon so gaily Napoleon 
Ill. was a prisoner for the fourth 
time in his chequered life. Sedan 
had been his undoing, and Paris 
wreacked vengeance on his consort 
by beseiging her in the Tuileries. 

One Sunday afternoon the Em- 
press resolved to attempt an escape. 
It was four o'clock, she had no 
morey, and Was without food. Some 
one procured her a cab, and she 
passed through the streets umrecog- 
nized gave by one little boy. Her 
“cocher” took her to two houses in- 
habited by Royalists, but both fami- 
lies were .way from home. 

After a wearisome journey fraught 
with fatigue and anxiety, she ar- 
rived at Deauville, near Trouville, in 
a Normandy peasant’s cart forty- 
eight hours after her flight from the 
capital. A  well-wisher introduced 
her to Sir John Fox Burgoyne, whose 
yacht, the Gazelle, was waiting in port 
to convey his wife to England on her 
return from Switzerland. 

Sir John, whose statue now stands 
in a corner of Carlton house terrace, 
bravely arranged to take her majesty 
across the channel to a place of safety. 
This, however, was sooner promised 
than it could be performed. A fearful 
storm raged, and in the early morning 
of September 7th the vessel capsized 
in the Bay of Biscay, and with the ship 
sank Sir John Burgoyne’s only son, 
V.C., the commander. 

Ignorant of the sad news, the own- 
er‘of the Gazelle set sail as soon as 
the tempest slightly lulled, even then 
they experienced a terrible passage, 
and the yacht only reached Ryde 
after twelve hours’ ocnflict with wind 
and wave, 

Sir John escorted his royal pas- 
senger to an hotel, where she stayed 
the night before continuing ther 
journey to Hastings, where her son, 
the Prince Imperial, had just arrived 
with three other exiles. : 


Farming on Vancouver Island 

It has been said that agriculture is 
declining in British Columbia, the 
statement being based on limited ob- 
servation. Live statistics for the 
past year show a slight decrease ‘n 
dairying. This is largely owing to 
the fact of the acquisition of farming 
lands contiguous to cities for sub- 
division and residential purposes thus 
putting out of business many farms 
that used to supply the cities of Vic- 
toria and Vancouver, with dairy and 
other farm products. There has, 
however, been a considerable increase 
in dairying in the outlying districts 
and it will only be a very short time 
before this l.ss is made up by dis- 
tricts further away from our contres 
of population. 

Mr. W. T. Scott, deputy commis- 
sioner of agriculture for the province 
has forwarded a report on the agricul- 
tural progress of Vancouver Island to 
the Victoria board of trade. In it he 
states that poultry raising is increas- 
ing by leaps and bounds. There are 
many people engaged in this profi*- 
able phase of farming, and making 
very good returns’ The southern part 
of Vancouver Island undoubtedly is 
destined to become the Petaluma of 
British Columbia. There are very 
few countries in the world, and cer- 
tainly none in our Dominion of Can- 
ada, which offer such good prospects 
for successful poultry raising us Van- 
couver Island. 

Many farmers on Vancouver Island 
keep a small flock of sheep on their 
places, but there is room for a large 
development. The profits to be real- 
ized from sheep are probably greater 
in proportion to the amount of capi- 
tal invested than any other line of the 
live stock industry. 


Beer From the Bank of England 

The Bank of England hes the right 
in common with some other old- 
established businesses, to sell beer 
by retail. This power was granted by 
Charter in 1694, and it hac neo 
been taken away from it. The bank 
could, therefore, if it choose, start in 
business as « public-house  tomor- 
row, or it could send round a special 
“Bank of England” brand of, say. 
‘ottled stout, delivered in its own 
drays at your door, with a facsimile 
of the chief cashier’s signature on 
the label of each bottle as a guuran- 
tee of nnrity The dean and chanter 
“Sathedral can also lay 
claim to a similar privilege, with the 
right, in addition, to brew their own 
beer. Paul's brewhouse formerly 
stood at the corner of the entrance 
to Doctors’ Commons from the church 
vard, and an ‘verage of between six- 
ty and seventy ihonsands of gallons 
of “strong ale’ were brewed ther? 
every year. The sale of this, however, 


was confined to the cathedral pre- 
cincts.—Sheffield Weekly Telegraph.

Lighthouse Bird Perches 

Bird perches on lighthouses wiil 
soon be put to the test as a device for 
saving the lives of hundreds of birds 
who, in the ordinary way, would per- 
ish on striking the lenses of the 
powerful lights during their flights 
‘o England for the summer. Recent 
observations has led to the belief 
that the birds are not killed as a rule 

lashing against the light, but by 
sheer weariness. The lighthouses 
probably .isturb the instinct of the 
birds for direction. If the flight is 
made in one dash they keep the sense 
of direction intact. If they stop and 
circle around the light they become 
temporarily dazed.

Every Year 

It is estimated that some 1,200,000 

passengers travel annually between 

Great Britain and the continent by 

the various routes, and of these the 

great majority prefer the shortest sea 


Passages, between Dover and Calais} 


and Kolkestone and Boulogne. The 
popularity of these routes is seen 
from the figures, which show a rise 
from 508,106 for 1903 to 689,779 for 
1908, and to 840,674 for last year. 
These returns indicate substantial 
progress, but authorities claim that 
had there been a channel tunnel the 
passenger movement between Eng- 
land and France would have shown 
much more striking developments. 
Meanwhile, until the tunnel has been 
the South-eastern and 
Chathham company are keeping pace 
with the public demands for facilities. 
They have now six services daily 
each way between Paris and London, 
with extra trains and steamers for 
bank holiday times, and at the end of 
last year owned seven steamers of 
54,200 indicated horsepower and 3,- 
006 tons registered tonnage, with 
eight steamboats of 250 tons net and 
under.

Experiment a Success 

The grouting experiments which 
have been in progress at the old Lon- 
don post office site, with a view to 
determining the possibilities of 
strengthening the foundations of St.

The Triennial Conference of Postal 

Union to be Held In September to 
Adopt the New Rate, According to 

Present Plans. 

The London Standard declares the 
triennial conference of the postal 
union in September hext will estab- 
lish an international rate of three 
cents for letter postage. Some of the 
nations advocate the adoption of 
world penny postage, but the major- 
iw favor the three cents comprom- 
Be. 

Thanks to the earnest advocacy of 
Sir John Henniker Heaton, penny 
postal exists throughout the British 
empire, and there is penny postage 
between Great Britain and the United 
States, but the letter rate between 
Britain and France remains at five 
cents. 

King George is asserted to be a 
convinced adherent of world penny 
postage, and is said to have been 
grievously disappointed that he was 
not able, when he recently visited 
France. to announce that penny post- 
age had been adopted and a new link 
formed in the entente cordiale. 

Sir John Henniker Heaton insist- 
ently urged the British postmaster- 
general to adopt the Anglo-French 
penny postage early enough to enable 
{the king to make the announcement 
when in Paris, but Mr. Hobhouse, the 
present postmaster-general, deferred 
jhis decision until the postal union 
conference. 

Australia is known to favor penny 
postage, but the majority of coun- 
tries have decided upon the three 
cent rate commencing in 1915. Sir 
John Henniker Heaton, who is the 
accredited representative of the Aus- 
tralian commonwealth to the postal 
union conference, declines to attend 
in view of the impossibility of coun- 
teracting the opposition of official re- 
presentatives of other governments. 

He recalls that prior to the adop- 
tion of the Anglo-American penny 
postage, he furnished guarantees by 
Andrew Carnegie and John Wana- 
maker against loss, but these were 
returned by the British government. 
He adds that he has now furnished 
guarantees against loss by world pen- 
ny postage from “gentlemen whose 
financial stability {s recognized in 
every country in Europe.” The gov- 
ernment has, however, again return- 
ed the guarantee but refused the pen- 
ny post.

Theodore Roosevelt, in an article 
entitled ‘A Hunter-Naturalist in the 
Brazilian Wilderness,” in Scribner's 
magazine, tells us of the deadly pir- 
anhas, the fish-cannibals. They do 
not, however, eut their own kind, 
when they can obtain the flesh of 


in| men. 


When dead piranhas, and even 
when mortally injured piranhas, with 
the blood flowing. were thrown in 
among the ravenous living, they 
were left unmolested. Moreover, 
splashing and a commotion in the 
water attracted the piranhas, where- 
as they rarely attacked anything 
that was motionless unless it was 
bloody. Dead birds and mammals. 
and unskinned into 
the water were permitted to float off 
| unmolested, whereas the skinned 
carcass of a good-sized monkey was 
at once seized, pulled under the water 
and completely devoured by the 
blood-crazy fish. 

One of the party who had dropped 
something of value waded in after it 
to above the knees, but went very 
slowly and quietly avoiding every 
possibility of disturbance, and not 
venturing io put his hands into the 
water. But nobody could bathe, and 
even the slightest disturbance in the 
water, such as that made by scrub- 
bing the hands vigorously with soap, 
immediately attracted the attention 
of the savage little creatures, who 
darted to the place, evidently hoping 
to find some animal in difficulties. 

Once, while some Indians were at- 
tempting to launch a boat, and were 
making a great commotion in the 
water. a piranha attacked a naked 
Indian who belonged to the party 
and mulitated him as he struggled 
and splashed, waist-deep in the 
stream. Men not making a splashing 
and struggling are rarely attacked; 
but if one is attacked by any chaace, 
the blood in the water maddens 
the piranhas, and they assail the 
man with frightful ferocity.

in all timber royalties, subsequent to 
January 1, 1920, on the sale value of 
the timber cut, over and above an ar- 
bitrarily fixed price of $18 per thous- 
and feet board measure. The per- 
centage taken by the government of 
this prospective value-increase will 
\ be at first 25 per cent., gradually ris- 
ing to 40 per cent. in the succeeding 
25 years. 

This is no new principle, for as 
early as 1889 the Dominion govern- 
ment required from holders of timber 
limits in western Canada a royalty 
of 5 per cent. of the total sale value 
of the lumber cut, which value was to 
be based on the average price obtain- 
ing during the three months preced- 
ing the sale. 
price of lumber was not sufficiently 
high to bring in any very large rev- 
enue on this percentage basis, so in 
1898 the stumpage dues were chang- 
ed to the fixed rate of 50 cents per 
thousand feet, board measure, which 
is the rate at present. Although the 
retention of the percentage royalty 
would have secured larger returns 
from this source with the steadily ris- 
ing lumber prices, yet the principle 
of selling the timber at a widely ad- 
vertised public auction ensures the 
obtaining, through the additional bon- 
us offered, practically the same price 
for the timber without the former in- 
convenience of constantly adjusting 
the stumpage dues. 

As the competitive sale of timber 
by means of the borus system is com- 
mon throughout Canada, there is lit- 
tle likelihood that the government 
does not secure a fair share of the 
present value of the timber sold, and 
by reserving the right to alter the 
stumpage dues as the price of lumbcr 
increases, a share in its future value 
is also ensured. 


The Daylight Saving Idea 

The “fast time” idea is spreading 
throughout the west with greater 
rapidity even than was to be expect- 
ed. People naturally are conservative 
about such things as making changes 
in the time, yet several towns have 
adopted daylight saving already and 
others are discussing it. 

Calgary, for one instance, has 
taken the idea up, and action is pos- 
sible shortly. 

Weyburn, Sask., has subscribed al- 
most unanimously to a petition for 
the establishment of fast time there. 
The petition which will be presented 
to the city council bears the signature 
of over 100 business men of that city, 
and a great many other residents. 
There has been practically no opposi- 
tion to the plan, the feasibility and 
desirability of which no one there 
doubts after Regina's successful ex- 
periment. 

Melfort, Sask., hag likewise taken 
up the idea, and the change has al- 
ready gone into effect there.

COL. ROOSEVELT REPLIES 


Says British Geographer Has Paid 
His Greatest Possible 
Tribute 

Colonel Theodore Roosevelt has re- 
plied to Sir Clements Markham’s crit- 
icism of his discovery uf an unknown 
river in Brazil, by saying that the 
British geographer had unconsciously 
paid the greatest possible tribute to 
what he had done. He declared the 
best existing maps to be utterly 
wrong in regard to all this part of 
South America, and said that they 
made mistakes as to the courses of 
the Cyparana and Juruena affluents. 

The mountains given on the maps 
were, according to the colonel, mostly 
imaginary. He said that while his 
party had embarked on a mountain, 
the maps indicated a valley.

CAVALRY HORSE RANCH 


Alberta Land Leased to National Live 
Stock Excnange, Limited 

The lease of 65,120 acres of graz- 
ing land south of the Red Deer River 
in Alberta to the National Live Stock 
Exchange, Limited, of Montreal, for 
the raising of cavalry mounts for the 
Canadian government and the British 
war office, has been ratified. The Na- 
tional Livestock Exchange is repre- 
sented by its president, M. J. O’Brien, 
and its secretury, F. W. Rouse. 

The land is to be used by this com- 
pany in the breeding of half bred 
cavalry remounts from thoroughbréds 
to the number of not les’ than 1,500 
a year after 1916. The Canadian gov- 
ernment is to have first right of pre 
emption at a maximum price of $250 
per horse and the war office to have 
pre-emption rights on the animals 
which remain. The land is leased at 
two cents an acre, or a total) of $1,303 
per year.

LATE DUKE OF ARGYLL 
A FRIEND OF CANADA 


HE DISPLAYED MARKED SKIL 
AND TACT AS GOVERNOR- 
GENERAL OF CANADA { 


The .Duke Remained a _ Devoted 
Friend of Canada All His Life—in- 
strumentul In Creating Interest In 
Emigration to Canada. 

The Duke of Argyll, who died re 

cently after a short illness, ig the 
Second ex-governor-general of Can 
ada to pass away in the present year. 
His term of service from 1878 to 1883 
spent in the Dominion was one which 
bark aoe dawn of a great era of prom 
rity. 
It is said that when Lord Beacons» 
field first proposed the appointment, 
the Duke of Argyll expressed hesita 
tion as to being insufficiently equip 
ped to assume the office. Queen Vio 
toria, however, pressed him to accept, 
with the result that he became one 
of the best and most popular of gow 
ernors-general. 

The eldest son of the eighth Duke 
of Argyll, a peer with u reputation In 
Politics, science and literature, and 
a daughter of the second Duke of 
Sutherland, the Duke was born at 
Stafford House, in London, on Aug. 
6th, 1845. Until he was fifty-five he 
was known as the Marquis of Lorne. 
In his education he combined in turn 
the schools and universities of Scot 
land and England—Edinburgh Acad- 
emy and Eton, St. Andrew's and Trin 
ity.. College, Cambridge. 

In 1868, he entered parliament as 
Liberal member for Argyllshire, 
which he represented for ten years, 
during four of which he was private 
secretary to his father, the Secretary 
of State for India, in Gladstone’s first 
ministry. 

He married the Princess Louise, 
fourth daughter of Queen Victoria, on 
March 21, 1871. The marriage cere- 
mony was performed in St. George’s 
Chapel, Windsor, by the Bishop of 
London, assisted by the Bishops of 
Winchester, Oxford and Worcester. 
He was created a Knight of the This 
tle in 1872. He was created a Knight 
Grand Cross of the Order of SS. 
Michael and George. 

In 1878 he was appointed governcr- 
general of Canada. “I believe you 
have abilities.” said Disraeli, in mak- 
ing the appointment. At first, Queen 
Victoria was far from enthusiastic 
about it, but Disraeli’s arguments pre- 
vailed. “The Queen, whenmT first 
spoke of it,” Disraeli explained to the 
Marquis, “‘hougkt that she would not 
like her daughter to be so far, but 
on considering that Canada is now 
only ten days off and that you might 
come home for a tin every year, 
and, after sleeping ovr it, she was 
quite in favor of the proposal.” 

Th appointment was hailed with 
satisfaction in Can:da and the young 
governor-general—he was then only 
thirty-three—entered upon his term 
of office with the hearts of the people 
strongly prepossessed in his favor. 
The Marquis held the post five years, 
and proved himself a governor-gener- 
al of the greatest skill and _ tact. 
Succeeding a man of the ability and 
eloquence of Lord Dufferin, his task 
was one of difficulty but he accom- 
plished it with distinction to himself 
and profit to the Dominion. 

During his occuption of Rideau 
Hall the Marquis and His Royal Con- 
sort won thoroughly the esteem and 
affection of all classes of the Can- 
adian people. The gracious and digni- 
fied presence of the Princess Louise’ 
went far to bring success to the five 
happy years they spent in the Do 
minion. 

While governor-general, the Mar 
quis founded the Royal Society of 
Canada for the promotion of litera- 
ture and science within the Domin- 
ion, and in conjunction with the Prin- 
cess Louise, he founded the’ Royal 
Canadian Academy of Art. 

The Duke remained a_ devoted 
friend of Canada 9%] his life, and in 
many ways he worked to advance the 
interests of the Dominion. To Can- 
adians visiting Great Britain he ex- 
tended many courtesies. He always 
expressed his firm conviction § that 
British people leaving the old home 
could find no better place in the 
world to go to than Canada. In con- 
nection with emigration it is inter 
esting to note that it was due to him 
that information on this subject is to 
be obtained at every post office in the 
United Kingdom. It was some time 
before he could induce the British 
government to take the matter up. 


History Commission Appointed 
Professor Chester Martin and C. N. 
Bell, Winnipeg, and Hon. James John- 
son, Boissevain, have been appointed 
as Manitoba history commission by 
Lieut.-Gove-nor Cameron. an- 
nounceemnt to that effect appears in 
the Manitoba Gazette. The duties of 
the comnrission, the appointment of 
which was approved by the provincial 
legislature at the recent session, are 
defined as follows: To report on the 
task of shaping and executing a sys 
tematic plan for securjng all such 
books, documents, maps, journals, let- 
ters, etc., relating to the early history 
of the province; the best method to 
be adopted to arrange and render ac- 
cessible those original sources from 
which alone an adequate knowledge 
of the history of Manitoba can be 
granted; and on what classes of docu- 
ments might, to the adventage of his- 
torical students, be copied from the 
deposits in the archives branch of the 
Dominion government at Ottawa. The 
commission is further directed to as 
certain the nature and extent of the 
erials for local history that may 
still exist in Manituba and the other 
western provinces of Canada, and ag 
to what steps should be taken to pre- 
serve them from destruction.—Free 
Press.
